FORCE WOMEN j DOWN STAIRS 


Firemen Are Compelled to Be Harsh 


With Excited Hotel Guests, Who 
Cling to Them When They Endeavor 
to Clear the. Building. 


. Chicago, Oct. 28.—Shrieking with 
fright at the thought of being unable 
to reach the street, a score of hysteri- 
cal women and men fought madly with 
each other In a'burning concert hall In 
tho rear of M. S. Few'er's saloon at 145 
West Madison street. 


Tho mad stampede for the exits, by 


tho performers and audience resulted 
In one man.belni; knocked to the floor, 
where he was burned to death: ajioth- 
cr was_badly burned about the -head 
and body, and It-was only by the heroic 
efforts of Fire Marshal Campion and'a 
company of firemen that this man was 
rescued from the burning building. 


'Carries Brother to Morgue. 


The man who perished was Dennis 


Hogan, 33 years old, an employe of 
Armour & Co. at the stock yards. Tho 
Identification of the body was -made 
two hours later at the morgue by 
Frank Hogan, a patrol driver at the 
Desplalnes street police station. Tho 
brother was unaware that It was his 
relative's body which he was remov- 
ing to the morgue because of some let- 
ters bearing tho name of H. L. Schroe- 
dor being found In the pockets.

knocked to the floor In the stampc-lc. 
Tho women clung to tho firemen arid 
refused at first to go down stairs un- 
less they were carried.- The firemen 
on several occasions had to.push the 
women down tho stairway. 


Tho flames, which started from some 


unknown cause in a dressing room, 
had crept to the celling before they 
wnrn discovered. 
Without warning 


they shot Into view, and Instantly 
there was the wildest 'commotion 
among the performers and tho small 
audience. 


Stampede for Exits. 


The orchestra stopped playing and 


tho stampede for tho two exits fol- 
lowed. 
The frantic people knocked 


tho employes who sought to 


j check their mad flight, and when the 


room became filled with the stifling 
smoke the struggling men and women 
uttered shriek after shriek. ' 
' The excited people on reaching the 
street fell exhausted, where they were 
assisted to near-bjf stores. 


The dc«d body of Hogan was not
